vs all things neceſſary. And if wee 
want the bleſſing end ſucceſſe wee 
looke for ; yet faith makes vs to 
renounce our owne deſires, ard in 

fulerce 
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ſilence to quiet eur hearts in the 
good pleaſure of God. And thu 
many worldly cares are cut off, 
Seconaly , when a man at bis 
\ wittes ends knowes not what in the 
world to doe, being(as it Were) 
plunged into a ſea of muſeries, 
faith pines direftion and ſtates the 
minde. For When all temporall 
things faile vs euten to the v 
Shine and life, faith preſerues 
within vs an affiance of the grace 
and mercy of God, and the hope 
of life eutrlaſting. Faith ſhewes vs 
hidden things not to bee diſcerned 
vy ſenſe and reaſon, Life everl:- 
ſting i promiſed vs, but we dy for 
all that wee heare of the reſurre- 
cHom , bat in the meane ſeaſon wee 
YUtte 10 or graues ; Wee are pro- 
ounced bleſſed, but yet we are 0- 
rerwhelmed With snfinite miſerics, 
abundance of all things ts promi- 
fed, but for all this we often hun-

ger and thirſt : God promiſeth to 
heare vs,and to be preſent with vs;

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N the former Chapter the == 


Prophet complayneth , and 
expoſtulateth the matter with 
God, why the Iewes , the peo- 
ple of God , ſhould be opprel- 
ſed by the Chaldeans, the ene. 
mies of God. Inthe beginning 
of the ſecond chapter, the Lord 
makes anſwer to the Prophet, 

-effeR of the anſwere is 
this" They ſhall certainely bee 
delinered in the time appoyn- 
ted , but they ſhall not yet be 
delivered. Vpon this anſwer,the 
Prophet might happily obie& 
on this manner : How then 
ſhall the afflicted Iewes be able 
to Jiuc in the meane ſeaſon? the 
Lord anſwereth by a diftmGion 
thus : The juſt man puteth vp 

A 4 him- 
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himſelfe with vaine confidence, 
but the tuſt man ſhall lie by 
faith. 

For the better vnderſtanding 
of theſe words , fine things are 
in order to be explained . The 
firſt is, what is meant by the 
Juſt man . Iuſtice mentioned in 
the word,is two-fold;the iuſtice 
of the Law,and the juſtice of the 
Goſpel. The 1uftice of the Law, 
hath init all the points & parts 
of juſtice, and all the perfeRion 
of all parts : and it was neuer 
found in any vpon earth, except 

' in Adem and Chriſt. The iu- 
ſtice ofthe Goſpel, hath all the 
partsof true 1uſtice,but it wants 
the full perfeRion of parts : as 4 
child hath all the parrs of a man 
inthe infancie , though ir want 
perfe&ion of ſtature and tall- 
neſle. And this kinde of juſtice is 
nothing els but the conuerlſi-

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on of a ſinner : with a purpoſe, 

will, and endeanovur to pleaſe 

God, according to all the com- 
mandements of the Lawe. Thus 

was 1Voe 1uſt, Tob, Tacharw, and lohn 1,6;

1{t man bee taken in this place, 

tor one that turnes to God, and 

by grace eadeauours to pleaſe 
GOD, according tothe whole 
Laweof God, inhis place and 
calling; 

The ſecond poynt to be con- 
{tdered of is, what life 1s heere 
meant ? As death is heeretwo- 
fold, the firſt and the ſecond; (o 
is life . The fr{t is the coniun- 
&ion of the body and the foule: 
the ſecond is the coniundion of 
the wacle man with God . The 
firſt ts called naturall,the ſecond 
ſpirituall'or eternal! life; & both 
are meant in this place . Far 
Paul bringeth this very Text to 

prooue 
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prooue the nuſtification of A 
{inner by faith; and iwuſtificatton 
is a part of ſpiritual life:becauſc 
it 1s the acceptation of a ſinneT 
to eternall life. And for this 
cauſe the Prophet ſayth , The 
juſt man ſhall ue , hautng rela- 
tion,not onely tothe time of af- 
flition then to come , but alſo 
to eternall life, 

The third point to be conſt- 
dered, 1s, what is the faith heere 
meant : and that is wſtifying or 
faumg faith : becauſe wee muſt 
live by the ſame faith whereby 
wee are (aued . And faith hath 
his effe&, not onely aftet this 
life, but alſo 1n this life, we muſt 
line firſt by it, before we can be 
ſauec. by it. P «zl therefore in his 
owr. example expounding this 
Text ſayth : And in that ] line in

Furthermore, In the Word, 
three things are to be know oc, 
precepts or commaundemerts, 
becauſe they teach obedience : 
threatnings , becauſe they re- 
{traine diſobedience : promiſes 
becauſe they lerue to coafirme 
vs in our obedience. Azaine, 
promiſes ;re eyther principall, 
or leſſe principall, The :naine 
or principall promite 1s £12t, in 
which God ofi:reth and renea- 
leth righteoutnes, and lite cucr. 
laſting by Clit, Within this 
PrQ-

promiſe is contained the grant 
of remiſsion of our ſinnes, of 
neceſſary patience , of the as(i- 
ance of the ſpirit of God, and 
of all gifts that are inſeperably 
joyned with faith, promiſes 
lefle principall ; are coucerning 
deliuerances in temptatios,ſafe- 
tie in dangers, health, wealch, 
liberty, peace, &c. And theſe 
muſt all bee vnderſtood with an 
e.zception ofthe crofle and cor- * 
reQion, and they ſhall fofarre : 
foorth be accompliſhed, as they 
ſerue for Gods glory and the 
good of all them thar beleeue. 
Now all theſe heads and points 
of the word of God muſt bee 
knowne, and that infon:e par- 
ticular ſort,that a man may hue 
by his faith. 

The {ſecond thing required 
for the right concerningof faith 
is, after theword of God is once 

knowne, 
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knowne , To truft God 1pon bis 
Word : yea todepend vpon it, & 
to build vpon it. This 1s che 
firſt and principall worke of 
true faith : andit is called by S. 
Paul,the obedience of faith: and it gyms 
1s made the end & ſcope of the 
preaching of the Goſpel : and 
not without cauſe . For this is 
the firſt and principall honour 
of GOD to betecue him vpon 
* hisbare word ; and thereby to 
; make a confeſsion of the truth 
of God . This the diuell knew 
| Tight well : and therefore the 
 fuſt thing he ſought ro ouer- 
throw in Adam, was his faith 
inthe word of G O D: and the 
fcope of the firſt tempration, 
whereby he aſſaulted our Sau!- 
Our Chriit, was to ouerthrow 
that faith and confidence hee | 
had in his father; ſaying, 1f rbow Mathgz BW 
( bee the Sonne of God , commaund |") 
| that 
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that theſe ſtenes be made bread : 
but this thou canſt not doe : 
theretore thou art not the ſonne 
of God. 

That this obedience , which | 
wee giue to God by trutting ht 
very word, may bee right obe- 
dience , itmuſt hane fixe condt- 
tions. Firſt of all, it muſt be ab- 
ſolute : for we mult (as it were) 
ſhut vp our owne eyes, and ſim- 
ply withour any more ado trult | 
GOD vpon his bare and naked | 
word, and ſuffer our {clues ro 
be led by it. In naturall things 
experience is firſt , and then | 
faith commeth afterward. And |

would beleeue. But God muſt 
be truſted , altaoug! that whicit

Wee may not forſake God for 
any creature : now wee forſake 
him , when wee diſtruſt him in 
his word. Againe,not to beleeue 
God,is very Atheiſme. For by 
this meanes God is madea 1y- 
ar,and his glory and mateſtie is 
aboliſhed. It is the greateſt part 
, of our glory to! belcene God : 
as Chriſt ſaith, He that recemes 
his teſtimony , puts to tus ſeale, + 
that Ged «5 true-that is,giues vn- | 
to God,as it were a reſtimoniall 
of his ruth, and thereto puts 
his hand and ſcale. And what 
greater 
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preater honour can there bee 
then this, that the creature 
ſhould giue teſtimony to the 
Icreator ? 
Thus much of the concet- 
uing of faith: now followes the 
Raipne of faith.

T be wt ſhall 
ze by bis fuith, And whereas 
the Papiits of our tineſay, that 
Pe in this argument diſputes 
onely againſt ſuch workes of 
the lawe as are done by nature,

are decciued. For hee oppoſeth 
not works of nature and works 
of grace, but workes and faith, 
doing and belecuing : and the 
prophet ſaith very plainely:and 
marke 1t,that the juſt man, who 
is a doer of the workes of grace 
is 1uſtified and liues not by his 
workes,but by his faith. Again, 
where they makea double in- 
ſtification: one wherby a finner | 
is made a iuſt man, the other 
whereby a iuſt man is made | 
more iuſt : and teach that the 
firſt is by faith without workes, 
and the ſecond by faith and | 
workes, they erre likewiſe. For 
not onely a {inner ynconuerted, | 
but the juſt man ſtands inſt, and | ; 
is ſtil iuſtifted by his faith with- | 
out his workes , Paul when he | 
alleadged this text knew but of |

Secondly, hence way Eee 
learned the right way of refor- 
mation of our liues. In this re- 
formation two things are re- 
quired : an Examinarion, and 2 
change, If we examine our liges 
by this text , we ſhall finde two 
maine faults and aberrations 
in the lies of men The firſt is 
that they reie& and put away 
the rule of direction that ſerues 
for the ordering of their lines. 
Andthis doe they , when they 
doenot belecue and truſt God 
inhis word. And wee may not 
thinke, that this our vnbelcefe 
1Sa (mal! matter ; becauſe 1t is 
; Mother ſinne of all other ſins: 
, and it is the principall law of 
the kingdome of darkneſſe, not 
tobclecue God. Hexeupon orr 
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encemie Satan endeauoured by 
all means to imprint this leſſon 
of vnbelicfe in the mindes of 
our firſt parents : and having 
effected his purpoſe , hee cuer 
ſince indeauoured to make this 
ſinne to raigne in the liucs of 
men, It ratgnes commonly by 
ſeauen eſpeciall fruits or ſinnes. 
The firſt is Athesſme, when men 
denie God and his word, Athe- 
iſme hath two parts : Epicuri(- 
me and Temporiſing. Epicuri(- 
me 1s, when men contemning 
Gods commandements, threat- | 
nings , promiles, care for no- | 
thing bur meate, drinke, and - 
pleaſures. Temporiſing 1s,when | 
men 1mbrace religion ſo farre | 
forth as they are forced by laws, 
and times, and no otherwiſe. 
Theſe are the common finnes 
of our daics. The ſecond fruite 
15 Herefie, and that is , when

Ouer with the falſe appearance

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mon finne of theſe times, 1n 
which a formall or ceremonial! 
taith , and ceremonill repen- 
rance beare a oreat ſway, For 
men make the highelt degree 
of profeſsion that can be, when 
they come to the Lords rable : 

& yet afterward take to them- 
ſelues hberty to line and doe as 
they lift. The fifth fruite 1s,car- 
nal ſecurity, when men vpon 
contempt of the indgements of 
God, and threatnings of his 
word, g0Ce On ſtill in their fIns, 
flattering and ſoothing them- 
clues.

This 1s the fault of our com- 
mon people, who commonly 
holde an opinion , that it be- 
longs not to them to knowe 
the word of God : becauſe they 
arc not learned(as they ſay: or 
bcauſe they haue other buſi 
nclle to thinke on. The laſt 
fruite is worldlineſſe, and that is 
when men minde nothing but 
worldly matters. And this 
comes of the want of faith in 
the pronidence of God. Theſe 

are 
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are the principa!l fruites of vn- 
belicfe , whereby it may eaſily 
be diſcerned and diſcried where 
it is. And if any man thinke 
himfelte to haue a fulneſſe and 
perfe&ion of faith,as many doz 
euenthis one thing is a ſaffici- 
ent argument of his vnbelcefe. 
For it 15 the firſt ſteppe to faith, 
to ſee in our ſeJues the want of 
faith, 

The ſecond main abbcration 
inthe ltues of men is, that they

Though wee haue his precious 
word,yea doe wee not truſt him 
vpon his bare and naked word, 
vaiciie withall he lay downe vn- | 
tovs ſome good pawne, and 
makevsto feelc and enioy his 
goodbleſsings. Againe, if any 
wan that 1s our friend, make 
promiſe of helpe or deliuccance 
i any danger, we reſt content 
and finde our ſelues much caſed 
thereby : and yet the promiſes 
made by God in his word of 
helpe and deliuerance , though 
they bee often read ynto vs,and | 
otten vrged, breede not the like | 
contentation. Hee that on his | 
death-bed hath commended his 
childrento ſome truſtic friend, 
departs more quieted inminde |

their beſt Father. Aman vpon 
good fecuritie lends to another, 
an 100. pounds hoping, for the 
Principal with the increaſe at 
the yeeres end : yet dare he nor 
$arce deljuer an 100. pence to 
the poore members of Chrilt, 
Vpon the promiſe and bond of 
God himſelfe, who ſaith ?
